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In the USSR there exist large social and political clubs which have television 
receivers. These clubhouses are primarily for Party members. Other TV 
receivers are found in Agltpunkt . so-called political places, organized usually 
during and for elections. Few private citizens can afford TV receivers. They 
cost 1,500 to 2,000 rubles, which is the equivalent of three months salary 
for a mechanic. I would consider TV a very good medium and more effective in 
publicizing the Party line than the radio receiver.
